Dear  Brethren 


'\^  Hn  I  R  S  T  I  must  mention  my 
-^profound  ^•ratitude  to  you  for 
1^0  adopting-  the  plan  for  which 
I  pleaded  one  and  two  years  ago, 
thereby  providing  an  increase  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  medical  work 
for  lUi;],  and  thus  enabling  me  to 
take  a  much  needed  vacation.  I  im- 
l)roved  the  time  b  y  attending  the 
World’s  Sunday-School  Convention 
in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  and  in  vis¬ 
iting  many  countries  on  the  way 
there  and  back.  All  who  meet  me 
since  my  return  to  Mexico  remark 


upon  the  improvement  in  my  phys¬ 
ical  appearance,  and  I  m^^self  feel 
much  increased  in  vigor. 

The  plan  urged  by  me  one  and 
two  years  ago  was  for  you  to  add  to 
the  $1,001)  appi’opriation  set  apart 
for  this  medical  work,  $')()()  for  1910, 
making  thetotalappropriationSb.OOO 
for  this  year,  and  that  hereafter  the 
appi'opriation  be  $2,000  a  year.  The 
appropriation  was  asked  in  this 
form  for  the  reason  that  the  first 
year  it  was  intended  to  bring  out  a 
doctor  nt  graduation  time  in  June, 
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whereas  durinp:  the  following  years 
we  should  have  to  support  him  12 
months  each  year. 

In  carrying  out  the  plan  proposed 
by  us  and  provided  for  by  your  ap¬ 
propriation  of  a  year  ago,  we  engag¬ 
ed  Dr.  Nicolas  Jaime  on  his  return 
to  this  country  from  the  U.  8.  last 
January.  He  grew  up  in  this  city,  a 
member  of  one  of  the  families  of  our 
(luanajuato  Church,  was  educated 
in  our  Mission  schools  in  this  city 
and  in  Queretaro,  going  to  the  U.  8. 
in  his  21st  year,  and  studying  in 
the  Battle  Creek  8anitarium  and  in 
the  Medical  8chool  of  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Illinois  for  six  year,  where  he 
graduated  in  Medicine  June  4th, 
1912.  While  in  Chicago  he  married 
Miss  Mary  Marquez.  8he  was  also 
brought  up  in  our  (4  u  a  n  a  j  u  a  t  o 
Church  and  studied  in  theW.P.M.8. 
8chool  here.  8]ie  graduated  in  the 
Good  8amaritan.  8chool  for  Nurses, 
and,  after  serving  as  head  nurse  for 
some  time,  she  went  to  Battle  Creek 
to  take  the  Postgraduate  Course  in 
Nursing,  remaining  there  for 
years  before  returning  here.  Their 
little  son  8amuel  is  now  over  a  year 
old.  8he  has  not  been  employed  in 
our  work  since  their  return.  They 
live  in  a  rented  house  in  the  city. 

The  pictures  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  .lai- 
me  appear  in  the  group  vve  present 
on  page  1 1 . 

The  continuance  of  the  war  in  this 
country  has  made  times  increas¬ 
ingly  hard,  and  money  is  scarce  and 
hard  to  get.  My  absence  from  the 
work  also  contrilmted  to  a  decrease 
in  earnings  as  was  always  the  case 
on  similar  occasions  formerly.  We 


are  therefore  in  the  most  urgent 
need  of  the  8ociety’s  keeping  in 
mind  our  plan  when  the  amount  to 
be  set  aside  for  the  Guanajuato  Me¬ 
dical  work  is  mentioned  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Committee  this  year. 

To  fail  to  do  this  would  greatly 
embarrass  us.  While  the  work  we 
are  doing  is  several  time  as  heavy 
for  each  person  engaged  in  it  as 
before,  the  money  we  can  earn  is 
less  and  much  harder  to  get,  than 
at  any  previous  time. 

Our  Church  gave  $104,236  last 
year  to  its  work  in  Mexico,  of  the 
which  about  three  fourths  was  ex¬ 
pended  upon  school  w’ork,  near  one 
fourth  on  pastorates,  and  only  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  on 
medical  work.  In  view  of  the  remark¬ 
able  influence  of  this  work  through¬ 
out  the  large  and  populous  region 
where  it  is  carried  on,  it  is  reason¬ 
able  that  it  should  be  firmly  suppor¬ 
ted  by  the  Church.  If  we  consider 
the  city  of  Guanajuato  alone  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  comparison,  we 
spend  on  school  work  here  $3,265 
annually  ($300  in  the  boys,  school 
and  $2,965  in  the  girls,  school  apart 
from  the  support  of  the  two  Ame¬ 
rican  Missionary  Ladies,)  whereas 
we  spend  only  $1 ,000  a  year  from  the 
appropriations  on  this  medical  work 
apart  from  the  support  of  its  two 
doctors.  In  this  instance,  through 
the  remarkable  help  of  the  med¬ 
ical  work,  (as  explained  by  me  in 
an  essay  on  the  subject  lately  sent 
you)  the  pastoral  work,  which  costs 
more  here  than  in  most  of  the  cit¬ 
ies  of  tins  country,  is  wholly  sup¬ 
ported  on  the  ground  without  aid 
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from  the  U.  S.  (See  appedixNo.  IV) 

Wliile  school  work  is  excellent  and 
necessary,  its  very  opportunity  to 
^et  pupils  in  larj^e  numbers  in  Gua¬ 
najuato  is  owed  to  the  medical  work; 
and  besides,  the  medical  w  o  r  k 
touches  a  far  greater  number  of  peo¬ 
ple  each  year,  and  exercises  an  in¬ 
fluence  which  reaches  through  a 
much  wider  territory.  Both  Ijranch- 
es  of  the  work  are  necessary  in 
our  propap;and,  and  both  are  costly, 
and  to  both  the  o-eneral  unevang-eliz- 
ed  public  contributes  far  greater 
amounts  of  money  for  their  support 
than  to  the  pastoral  w’orlx;  and  of 
the  two,  medical  work  both  costs 
more  and  also  ^ets  more  from  the 
unevan^elized.  But  as  we  must  sup¬ 
ply  enough  money  from  the  U.  8.  to 
make  our  schools  compete  with  the 
national  schools  advantag’eously,  we 
must  also  sufficiently  aid  our  medi¬ 
cal  work  with  money  so  that  it  may 
do  more  and  better  work  for  the 
sickin  CHKTST’8  NAME,  tlian  the 
world  will  ever  do  for  the  love  of 
money  or  for  any  other  induce¬ 
ment.  “Their  rock  is  not  as  our  rock, 
our  enemies  themselves  bein^  the 
judges.” 

Two  years  a^o  we  stated  to  you 
in  the  following;  words  reasons  why 
you  should  take  the  advance  ste]) 
you  authorized  a  year  ap,‘o: 

“(a.)  A  second  medical  missionai-y 
should  always  be  associated  w  ith 
the  first  in  all  such  stations  as  Gua¬ 
najuato.  The  last  ‘Decennial  Con¬ 
ference’  in  Madras  insisted  on  this 
most  stronj^ly.  The  late  ‘World's 
Missionary  Conference’  at  Edin¬ 
burgh  reiterated  this  “necessity” 


in  the  following  words:  ‘That  in 
view  of  the  desirability  of  providing 
for  furlou^'h  and  vacation,  without 
closing  hospitals  which  have  once 
been  established,  and  in  view  also 
of  the  ^'reat  responsability  entailed 
by  serious  operations,  the  necessity 
of  having' two  fully  qualifled  doctors 
on  the  regular  staff  of  each  medical 
mission  station  should  be  urged 
upon  the  hoiru'  Committees  and 
Boards.’  In  Giuinajuato  (as  also  in 
many  other  medical  mission  sta¬ 
tions)  we  have  a  great  need  for  itin¬ 
eration  in  order  to  extend  our  in¬ 
fluence,  and  provide  ourselves  with 
the  greatest  possible  number  of  pay 
patients,  and  the  largest  possible 
amount  of  money  for  the  w’ork. 
This  itineration  is  impossible  with 
only  one  doctor.  It  ought  also  to  be 
stated  that  to  continue  with  only 
one  doctor  here  is  to  jeopardize  his 
health  and  ability  to  continue  the 
work.  He  has  been  sorely  borne 
down  upon  by  tlu'over  work  for  sev¬ 
eral  years;  insomuch  that  the 
Board  gave  him  permission  to  take 
a  rest  this  year  |l‘.Mll,  the  which, 
when  the  time  arrived,  he  did  not 
take  for  h'ar  of  disastrous  effects 
following  the  teunporary  closing. 

“(b.)  The  Missionary  Society  and 
Annual  Conference  established  a 
precedent  in  this  matter  when  they 
sent  the  I\ev.  Ii'a  C.  Cartwright  to 
work  in  the  city  of  Guanajuato  from 
1814  to  1808  in  order  that  his  wife 
who  was  a  medical  graduate  might 
help  in  this  work  as  also  when  they 
sent  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Hyde  to  help  du¬ 
ring  the  year  189o  to  19()(). 

“(c.)  Eleven  other  Doctors  have

the  annual  appropriations  during 
the  years  1903-4-5-6.  When  Doctor 
Hyde  was  dropped  from  the  work, 
the  thousand  dollars  (Am.  Cy.) 
which  he  had  been  administering 
was  passed  into  the  general  funds 
of  the  mission  and  redistributedlto 
ministerial  and  school  work  again. 

‘■(f)  The  Committee  sent  by  the 
Annual  Conference  to  visit  the  me¬ 
dical  work  reported  to  the  last  ses¬ 
sion,  i’{'commending: 

■Pirst,  that  in  view  of  all  the 
hardships  that  oui-  work  in  Guana¬ 
juato  has  undergone  in  times  ])ast,

Likewise  the  struggle  to  provide 
MONRY  sufficient  for  the  demands 
of  tl’.e  work  at  the  time  the  General 
Committee  in  1902  ordered  the 
Mission  to  set  apart  $2,000  (Am, 
Cy.)  to  the  Medical  Work,  were  no¬ 
tably  less  than  now,  when  the  Mis¬ 
sion  is  setting  apart  only  $1,000 
(Am.  Cy.)  The  iioor  we  have  with  us 
always,  even  in  greater  numbers 
during  hard  times,  and  our  hearts 
have  bled  as  of  late  we  have  found 
ourselves  increasingly  under  the 
necf  S'ity  to  do  less  for  them  than 
formei  ly,  excei^t  in  the  Dispensary 
or  as  thfy  can  get  together  $2  a  day 
to  pay  for-  a  bed  in  the  hospital-  We 
ought  to  and  could  do  a  great  deal 
more  for  them  if  you  would  eneable 
us  to  have  a  second  doctor. 

‘  Only  five  denominational  hospitals 
have  been  established  in  this  coun- 
t)'y!  Let  us  hear  something  of  them). 
The  first  was  by  the  Adventists  at 
Guadalajara,  where  they  sold  out  a 
few  years  since  for  considerably 
over  a  liundred  thousand  dolla)s 
after  an  earnest  tidal  for  18  yeai-s 
duidng  which  time  they  ar-e  said  to 
have  sent  18  wmll  trained  doctors 
and  moi’e  that  50  of  their  sj^lendid 
nurses  from  Battle  Creek,  Mich.

between  the  medical  and  the  minis¬ 
terial  people  in  the  U.  S.  as  also 
between  the  people  sent  here  to  do 
the  work  and  those  who  sent  them. 
They  had  a  fine  institution,  built 
with  money  from  the  United  States 
and  its  closure  caused  much  pain 
to  many  people  in  this  country. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  built  a  good  sized  hospital 
in  San  Luis  Potosf  spending  a  good 
deal  of  money  on  it,  all  fi’om  the  U. 
S.  They  had  q  u  i  t  e  an  experience 
trying  different  doctors  in  the  run¬ 
ning  of  it,  one  of  their  ministerial 
missionaries  at  last  going  home, 
graduating  in  medicine  and  retur¬ 
ning  to  run  the  institution  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  mission. 
But  unfortunately  he  was  working 
alone,  and  after  being  at  it  for  only 
a  little  over  a  year  he  took  typhus 
while  attending  a  woman  suffering 
with  this  disease.  He  died,  and  after 
a  few  more  trials,  one  of  which  was 
letting  the  Railroad  Company  oper¬ 
ate  it,  they  closed  it  up  and  puta 
school  there. 

“One  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches 
built  a  beautiful  hospital  at  RioVer- 
de,  and  when  their  doctor  got  worn 
down  they  let  her  close  up  and  go 
home  some  months  for  a  rest.  She 
worked  another  missionary  term 
with  great  popularity,  and  before 
going  home  for  another  vacation  her 
people  sent  out  another  doctor  who 
carried  on  the  work  while  she  was 
away,  and  now  colabors  with  her 
since  her  return.  They  are  doing  a 
great  work. 

“Then  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  later  opened  up 


another  h  o  s  p  i  t  a  I  in  Monterrey, 
spending  a  large  amount  of  money 
from  the  U.  S.  on  the  edifice  and 
not  so  very  long  ago  putting  $10,000 
more  into  it  of  money  secured  from 
the  earnings  of  the  work.  [This 
they  did  again  in  1918  to  the  extent 
of  $15,000]  They  have  a  splendid 
place  worth  $50,000  ($65,000]  or 
more.  At  first  they  let  their  doctors 
work  alone.  The  first  took  typhus 
and  died.  They  hastened  to  send  out 
another  and  he  took  pellagra  and 
died.  Each  worked  several  years, 
however,  most  acceptably.  Then 
they  sent  out  two  doctors,  o  n  e  of 
whom,  after  becoming  much  worn 
down  with  the  work  is  now  on  a 
leave  of  absence  at  home.  During 
this  Madero  revolution  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  hospital  became  most 
difficult.  The  doctor  in  charge  wrote 
me  that  he  had  applied  every  pos¬ 
sible  economy,  and  besides,  the 
Board  at  Nashville  had  allowed  him 
ten  dollars  a  day  American  money 
to  help  him  with  his  daily  deficits, 
and  still  he  was  getting  in  debt.  We 
are  the  only  people  trying  to  run  a 
hopital  with  one  doctor  alone,  and 
that  not  that  we  have  long  been 
doing  this,  for  we  have  had  one,  two 
or  three  asistants  for  many  years, 
but  are  reduced  to  our  present  ab¬ 
normal  conditions  for  reasons  al¬ 
ready  explained.  Not  only  the  for¬ 
mer  friends  of  this  sort  of  vv  o  r  k 
approve  of  what  we  are  so  earnestly 
trying  to  do  in  the  face  of  mountain- 
high  difficulties,  but  the  most  intel¬ 
ligent  Mexicans  in  this  State  have 
come  to  appreciate  us  and  our  works 
as  you  will  find  testified  in  the  ap-
